XhE Governor General in Council is pleased to publish, for the information of the ser-i 
vice at large, the following extract from the proceedings of government in the public de¬ 
partment, containing the rules .which have this day bCeu established by His Lordship in 
Council, in regard to deductions proposed to be made from the salaries of civil servants, 
when absent from their stations, whether pn account of bad health or on account of their 
private affairs j also in respect to the scale of extra and deputation allowances to be grant¬ 
ed to civil servants, when employed in officiating or temporary appointments. 

Extract from the proceedings of His Excellency the Right Honorable the Governor General 

in Council, in the Public Department, under date lsf March, 18] 7• 

His Excellency the (governor General in Council has maturely weighed the observations 
and reasoning contained in the above reports, received from the committee appointed to 
revise the existing rules regarding the allowances of civil servants, when absent from their 
stations, on certificates of ill health, and the indulgence to civil servants of temporary leave 
of absence from their stations, .without deduction from their salaries; also respecting the 
allowances to be granted to civil servants when officiating for officers absent from ‘jjheir 
Stations from sickness or other cause. 

2. The Governor General in Council has felt an anxious wish to extend every possible 
indulgence to the case of those servants, who are forced by sicknsss, often occasioned by a 
zealous discharge of their public duties, to leave their stations, or the country for a time ; 
and His Lordship in Council has only been induced to withdraw the indulgence granted by 
the resolutions of government of the 29th January, 1814,, on this head, through experience, 
that the expence incurred by government, from the operation of those rules, goes far ba- 
yond what had been calculated, and that its indefinite extent fs increasing. These circum¬ 
stances led the Governor General in Council to believe, that in granting an entire remis¬ 
sion from the operation of the rules passed on the 28th April, 1809, the spirit of indulgence 
had been carried, to a length involving too great a sacrifice of the public interests.

S. The object of government however being merely to save the Honorable Company 
from the extra ex pence hitherto occasioned by the absence of their servants from their sta¬ 
tions, the committee have acted judiciously tn proposing, that the scale of deductions to be 
made from the salaries of absentees should be as limited as the attainment of that object 
would admit. 

*. The Committee have also very properly revised the present rates of extra, and deputa¬ 
tion allowance, not only with a view to render them more relatively equal than they have 
thertobeen among the different branches of the service, but also to reduce those which .might 
appear unnecessarily large, and consequently toeftabie Government to make a proportionate 
diminution in the scale of deductions proposed to be made from the salaries of absentees to 
cover this charge. 

5. The Governor General in Council now proceeds to pass the following resolutions and 
orders on the different points, to which the Committee's reports relate. 

6 . Under the circumstances stated in the Committee's reports, government has resolved 
to establish the following rules, in respect to the deduction’s to be made from the salaries of 
persons absent from their stations, whether on account of bad health, or on account of their 
private affairs, likewise, on other points connected with such absence.. 

7 . A deduction of one-sixth, except in cases below stated under heads numbered 8 and 
9 , to be made from the salaries or authorized emoluments of all civil servants compelled to 
leave their stations, on account of sickness, during the whole period of their absence. 

8 . This rule however is rot to apply to zillah or city Registers, or to other individuals 
whose allowances may not exceed 500 Rupees per mensem. It is not intended to make 
any deduction from the salaries of civil servants holding such appointments, when absent 
R om their stations on account of bad health. 

9. Iti Cases in which the salaries or authorized emoluments of civil servants exceed the 
sum stated under the foregoing head No. 8 , only in such a small degree, that a deduction 
at the rate of one-sixth would reduce the remaining proportion below 500 Rupees per men¬ 
sem, it is the intention of government, that the deduction should not be carried to the full 
extent of one-sixth, but merely so far as will leave to the individual the monthly sum above- 
mentioned, of Sicca Rupees 500, 

10 . A deduction at the rate of one-sixth to be made from the salaries or authorized emo- 
1 aments of all civil servants, stationed within the divisions of Bareilly and Benares,, or as they 
are ordinarily denominated the western provinces, who may with the sanction of govern¬ 
ment, be absent from their stations, on account of their private affairs, during any period not 
exceeding eight weeks in the year. 

11 . A deduction of one sixth to be made from the salaries or authorized emoluments of 
r il civil servants stationed in the lower provinces who may, with the sanction of government, 
be absent from their stations, on account of their private affairs, during any period not ex¬ 
ceeding six weeks in the year. 

12 . A deduction of one-third to be made from the salaries or authorized emoluments of 
civil servants who may be absent from their stations on account of their private affairs (and 
pot on account of sickness,) for periods of time respectively, exceeding those specified un¬ 
der the two foregoing heads numbered 10 and 11 , according as the rules contained under 
these heads may apply to their cases. , 

IS. It is however distinctly to be understood, that although government have fixed those 
deductions (as specified under heads numbered 10 , 11 , and 12 ,) to be made from the sala¬ 
ries or authorized emoluments of persons absent from their stations, on account of their pri¬ 
vate affairs, yet the Governor General in Council will of course exercise his discretion, in 
.granting or refusing a compliance with applications of this description, in reference to the 
public convenience, and to the grounds of the application. 

14. In 


14. In this view, and under the desire entertained by government, to place the servants 
iu the different branches of the service, as far as maybe practicable, consistently with the 
public interests, on the same footing, in regard to the periods of the year at which they may 
obtain leave of absence from their stations, on account of their private affairs, the Governor 
Gene* ''! in Council is pleased to rescind so much of the orders of Government passed in 
the Judicial Department on the 19th of September, 1809, as establish a distinction in this 
respect between the Judicial Officers, and those attached to the Political, Territorial, Public 
and Commercial Department. 

15. The resolutions of the Governor General in Council of the 29th January, 1814, re¬ 
lating to the mode in which applications are to be made to government, for leave of absence, 
on account of bad health, or for an extension of tfei leave, are hereby rescinded, and the 
following rules are established in their stead. 

16 . Persons applying for leave of absence, on account of indisposition, are to accompa¬ 
ny such application with a certificate of the state of their health, from the Surgeon or Assis¬ 
tant Surgeon of their station, agreeably to the form inserted below, and marked A. 

17 . When an extension of leave of absence may be deemed necessary, such officers, if 
they have proceeded to any station immediately dependent on this Presidency, without 
Coming to Calcutta, are to attend the Senior Surgeon, whether civil or military, of such sta* 
tion, and to obtain from him a certificate, conformably to the accompanying form marked B. 
to be renewed monthly; and if the officers in question si all have come to Calcutta, they 
are to obtain from the" Surgeon lending them, a similar certificate of sickness, to be also 
renewed monthly, and which, must be confirmed by the concurrent iestimpny of the Super¬ 
intending Surgeon of the Presidency, or in ins absence, by one of the Members of the Medi¬ 
cal Board. 

18. When such officers may find it necessary to proceed to sea, or to Europe, for tnj re¬ 
covery of their health, they are to obtain a certificate to that effect from the Surgeons at¬ 
tending them, which must be confirmed by one of the Members of the Medical Board, in 
one of the forms mentioned below and marked C and D. Should the absence of such offi¬ 
cers, when permitted to proceed to sea, and not to Europe, exceed the period for which 
they may have obtained the sanction of the Governor General in Council, they are to obtain 
a satisfactory testimonial from the chief Medical authority of the Presidency, or colony, 
to which they may have proceeded, that the state of their health rendered such extension 
of their absence indispensably necessary. 

1 9 . Tile certificates so obtained are to foe submitted for the consideration of Government.

20. The rules now established, relative to the deductions to be made from the salaries 
or authorized emoluments of civil servants, are to be applied to the cases of all civil servants 
absent from their stations, either on account of their health, or on account of their private 
affairs, subsequently to the 1 sjt of January, 1817, whether they may have quitted their sta¬ 
tions previously, or subsequently to that date. 

21. The Governor General in Council proceeds to advert to that part of the committee's 
tepbrt of the 5th December last, which relates to the extra and deputation allowances, pro. 
posed to be granted to civil servants out ,of employment, when nominated to act in tempo¬ 
rary charge of any office, as well as to civil servants, when in charge of other offices than 
those to which they are permanently appointed. 

22. The following is the scale of such allowances, suggested by the committee, which 
on a consideration of all the circumstances stated by them, not only in their report of the 
5th December last, but in that of the 8th ultimo, in reply to the reference made to them in 
Mr. Acting Secretary Trotter’s letter, of the *th January, the Governor General in Coun¬ 
cil is pleased to adopt.

23. The extra allowances specified in the foregoing statements, are intended to preclude 

all claims on the part of the individual officiating to commission, which is considered to be¬ 
long to the fixed incumbent, even during Ids absence, subject of course to the prescribed de¬ 
ductions. • 

24. Tire extra and deputation allowances above specified, are to be considered applicable 
to civil servants in every branch of the service, with the exceptions especially provided for 
below. 

25. The Governor General in Council will determine the amount of the extra, or deputa¬ 
tion allowance to be granted to the persons officiating as secretaries to government, or as 
residents at foreign courts, as circumstances may in, each instance render advisable. The 
same course wilf likewise be pur fi $ted when offices may be constituted for the attainment of 
local or temporary objects, similar to those at present held by the commissioner in Bogree, 
the commissioner in Behar, Sec. Sec. 

26. When the register of a provincial court, or the assistant to a magistrate, shall be 
nominated to,the charge of the office of register of a zillah or city court, at the 
same station as that to Which he is permanently attached, he is entitled to receive the 
fees authorized by the regulations on all suits actually decided by himself, as well as the fees 
for registering deeds, an arrangement which renders any further extra allowance unnecessa¬ 
ry. 

27. In those cases in which the gentleman appointed to officiate in the situation men¬ 
tioned under the preceding head, No. 26, may belong to a different station, an extra 
allowance is to be granted at the rate of 5 rupees per diem.

29. The foregoing rule is not however to be considered applicable tp the superin¬ 
tendents of salt chokies, who on the ground of established usage will be authorized to 
charge in a contingent, bill, the bona fide expences incurred by them in travelling 
through the extensive tracts of country respectively committed to their superintendence. 

f SO. When registers to provincial courts, or assistants to any 
_ of the officers enumerated in the margin, shall be deputed into 
the interior of the districts to which they are attached, or 
' employed at any place within the limits of their respective lo¬ 
cal duties, they are to receive an extra allowance at the rate 
of Sa.

51. When a register or acting register of a zillah or city court shall be deputed or 
employed in the manner stated under the foregoing head, he is to receive an extra al¬ 
lowance a£ the .rate of Sicca Rupees 10 per dietn. 

32. The additional extra allowance stated, in the preceding head, No. 31, is intend¬ 
ed to compensate for the loss of fees to which the officer so deputed or employed, 
will be subjected during his absence from his head station. 

33 . The orders of Government in the Judicial Department, of the 13th October, ld09* 
in regard to absentees, are to continue in full effect. 

These orders direct, that any civil officer, who may obtain leave of absence,-shall 
forward a certificate to the auditor’office, signed by the person to whom he may deliver 
over charge, and from whom he may again receive charge of his office, specifying the 
date on which he may have relinquished, and on which he may have resumed charge res¬ 
pectively. 

35 . In cases in which it is not necessary, from the nature of the appointment, to depute 
a. civil servant to relieve an officer who has obtained leave of absence, the individual leav¬ 
ing his station is to forward to the auditor a certificate from his immediate superior in office, 
or if he should have no immediate superior in office, or if circumstances should render it 
impracticable to obtain such certificate, a notification attested by himself, stating the date 
of his quitting the station and the date of his return to it. 

36 . The civil and commercial auditors will be instructed to pass all bills for extra and 
deputation allowances, provided for by the foregoing rules, without the delay of a refer¬ 
ence to Government; and the certificates stated in the ..preceding paragraphs are to guide 
them, in regard to the periods during which deductions are to be made from the salaries of 
absentees, and in respect to the dates from which the extra and deputation allowances are 
to commence, and the periods when they are to cease. 

37. The rules now established, in regard to extra and deputation allowances, are to 
take effect from the present date. 

38. Under the explanations furnished in the committee’s reports, the Governor Ge* 
neral in Council entertains a confident hope, that the deductions which they have pro¬ 
posed to be made from the salaries of absentees, and the other sources of supply, which 
they have, on fair and equitable principles, suggested may be carried to the credit of the 
fund now established, will be fully sufficient to defray in future, the expence which has 
hitherto fallen on the Honorable Company, of providing officers to discharge the duties of 
such absentees. But while on the one hand it is proper, that public officers should not be 
subjected to a higher charge than may be necessary to defray that expence, it is on the 
other hand entirely consistent with the spirit of the present resolutions, that if the prescribed 
deductions shall not prove adequate to the object in view, the scale 01 them should be eu- 
creased to such an extent as may be necessary for this purpose. • 

39 * In order, therefore, to enable Government to form a correct judgment on this 
point, ffis Excellency the Governor General in Council, is pleased to direct, that 
the civil and commercial auditors be instructed to submit to Government, as soon after the 
5 C.h of April in each year (commencing with April 1818,) as-may be conveniently prac¬ 
ticable, a statement for the past official year, shewing— 

1 st. The total amount of the fund realized in their respective departments, by the au¬ 
thorized deductions from the allowances of absentees by the interest, calculated at the rate 
df the Governing. 1 loans, accruing on the arrears of those allowances retained in the puh- 
■r jic treasuries, and by the forfeiture, from the period of their departure, of the salaries of 
those civil servants, who maV go to sea on leave 01 absence, but who may die or be com¬ 
pelled to proceed to England, without returning to the presidency. 


gd. The total amount of the expences actually incurred, whether for extra or deputa¬ 
tion allowance, or for travelling charges, in providing substitutes for public officers absent 
ifom their stations, from indisposition, or on account of their private affairs. • 

feO. In cases in which the officer deputed to officiate for an absentee may be ultimately 
confrmed in the appointment, the Governor General in Council is of opinion, that the 
expens? of travelling charges originally incurred for the officer first mentioned, when pro¬ 
ceeding to join the station, should not be considered as connected with the permanent ap¬ 
pointment,- -it being an expense which it would at all events have been necessary for Go¬ 
vernment to incur. 

47. The Governor General in Council will determine in each particular case, whe¬ 
ther the principle of the foregoing rules, both in regard to the deductions to be made from 
the salaries of absentees, and in respect to the scale of allowances to be granted to persons 
officiating for such absentees, shall be applied to persons not attached to the civil and mili¬ 
tary branches of the service, who may hold appointments under this Government. 

42. The accounts of the deductions made fi-oin the salaries of those officers, and of the 
expense incurred in providing substitutes to perform their duties, should be kept by the ci¬ 
vil and commercial auditors, distinct from the statements they have been required by the fore¬ 
going rules to furnish annually to Government, in respect to the civil service.

THE Honorable the Court of Directors having in thsir recent dispatches, noticed with 
expressions of displeasure the conduct of ‘Certain Individuals, residing under the protection 
of a subordinate presidency, in having been concerned in the management of some com¬ 
mercial speculations, illegally prosecuted by a civil servant of the Company; the Governor 
General in Council obeys the commands of the Honorable. Court in announcing the penalty 
which will attach to such associations in future. 

Although the Governor General in Council entertains a confident persuasion, that the 
instances of such inconsiderate encouragement of unlawful speculations must be of the most 
rare occurrence, His Lordship in Council is nevertheless, under the necessity of signifying 
to the public, tluit the protection of the Honorable Company will be withdrawn from any 
person, who may henceforth be discovered to have aided and abetted commercial transactions 
on the part of the civil servants, not employed in Commercial Department, or otherwise 
authorized to trade.

REVENUE. BOARD. 

HIS Excellency the Vice President,in Council, having observed in the public prints an 
Advertisement notifying the intended Sale of a considerable quantity of Land, situated 
without the. limits of the Town.of Calcutta, has caused the following Extract to be* publish 

ed for general information; r 

SECTION III. REGULATION XXXVIII. of 3793. 

III. “ No European, of whatever nation or description, shall purchase,, rent, or occupy 
directly or indirectly, any Land out of the limits of the Town of Calcutta, without the sane-, 
tion of the Governor General in Council} and all persons now so holding Land beyond die 
limits of Calcutta without having obtained-such permission-in opposition to the repeated 
prohibitions of Government, or who may hereafter so purchase, rent, or occupy Land, 
shall be liable to be dispossessed of the Land at the discretion of the Governor General in 
Council, nor shall they be entitled to any indemnification for buildings which they may have 
ereetH or other account.” * ' 3 " 

ACT OF THE S3d GEO. 3. C. .52. SEC. XCVIIL 

M;VH T. « And be it further enacted, that during all such time as the said Company shall 
be entitled to the said exclusive trade, subject, as aforesaid, it shall not be lawful for

NOTIFICATION hy Order of Ilk Excellency the Right Honorable the Governor General in 
Cornell. 

WHEREAS inconvenience has been experienced from the indefinite manner, in which 
applications are made by British subjects for Licenses to reside in the interior of the 
country, the following Rules arc to be in future observed on all occasions of that nature:—

who appear to have been reduced to'the necessity of making them, in consequence of the 
failure of Houses of Ageincy in India, in which wfeir property was deposited. But although 
we have been induced, by considerations of humanity, to attend to some of the calls, which, 
upon such occasions, have been made upon our bounty, we nevertheless conceive to he. 
unreasonable that the Company should be expected to administer to the pecuniary wants of 
persons whose circumstances have. been reduced by their voluntarily incurring a risk, 
which, so long as the Company’s Treasuries are open for the receipt of mOnie^ belonging to 
Individuals, might have been avoided. We have therefore resolved to refuse any future ap¬ 
plication , which may be preferred lor relief, by persons reduced to distress, by lailure of 
private, merchants or agents, with whom their property may have been entrusted*" and in 
vidur that our determination upon this point may be known to all our servants, we direct 
that this paragraph be inserted in the Government Newspaper at your Presidency.”

THE following modified Regulation, regarding the shipment of Baggage of Passengers 
proceeding to the Cape of Good‘Hope, St. Helena, and Europe* on the Honorable Com* 
P«ny 9 Ships, is republished for general information : 

- It appearing that the orders of the Honorable the Court of Directors, contained in their 
General letter under date the 21st of August, 1801, respecting the quantity of Baggage 
which Passengers- proceeding to Europe on board of their Ships are permitted to carry, have 
in various instances been imperfectly attended to, and great inconvenience having resulted 
from persons proceeding to-England, carrying with them a greater quantity of Baggage 
than is allowed by the Hon’ble Court, the following Regulation of the Hon’ble Court 
regarding the quantity of Baggage permitted to be carried by Passengers proceeding on 
t he Honorable Company’s Slops, and the Rules which are in future to be observed for its 
shipment, are published for general information. 

Gentlemen proceeding to the Cape of Good Hope, St. Helena, or England, in the un¬ 
dermentioned Stations, are restricted from taking with them a larger Tonnage of Baggace

Married Ladies proceeding alone to England, or-widows of either these last meMohed 
descriptions, are restricted from taking more than a imilar quantity of Baggage. 

Gentlemen of these last mentioned descriptions who may .be permitted to ‘carry’ home 
their Wives, are restricted from taking more than one Ton in addition as the Ladies 
Baggage. 

Single Ladies are restricted from taking more than the same quantity of Baggage and 
Cabin furniture. . 

The Baggage of persons proceeding to Europe on the Honorable Company’s Ships will 
in future (if required) be snipped through the Export Warehouse, and such persons are 
accordingly required to send their Baggage or any part of the same to the Export Ware¬ 
house, at least 14 days previous to the time appointed for the despatch of the Ship on 
•which they may proceed, as after the despatch of the last Sloop with Company’s Cargo, 
no Baggage will he received for transmission to that Ship through the Export Warehouse. 

The Baggage of persons abovementioned shall be accompanied by a letter, addressed to 
the Sub-Export Warehouse Keeper, specifying the number and nature of the Packages, 
the Dimensions thereof; and the rank of the Owner, and a list, to be accompanied by a.

The public are hereby informed that the Commanders of the Honorable Company’s

A REGULATION for' expediting the trial of civil suits in which the native officers and sol¬ 
diers attached to regular corps on the Military establishment of the presidency of Fort Willi¬ 
am may be parties , ayd for giving to them certain facilities in the maintenance of their rights, 
clams and interests ,assed by the Governor General in Council on the 1 Oth June, 1816; 
corresponding with the 2Qth Jheyte, 1223, Bengal era; the 30th Jheyte, 1223 Fussily ; the 
SO th Jheyte , 1223, JfiUaily; the 1 5th Jheyte, 1873, Sumbut; and the IS th Itujub, 
1281, Higeree , 

Preamble. WHEREAS by the local distribution of the regular forces on the military 

establishment of the presidency of Fort William, the native officers and soldiers are liable to be 
stationed at places remote from their homes and families, and whereas the constitution and nature 
ofthe service render it generally impracticable to grant to the native officers and soldiers a 
frequent or prolonged leave of absence from their military duties, inconsequence of which, 
material difficulty and embarrassment have been unavoidably experienced by them in main¬ 
taining and preserving their just rights, claims and interests; and whereas the fidelity and cou- 
rage exhibited,by the native troops, in various wars on the continent of India, and the zeal and 
alacrity, which they have uniformly displayed in voluntarily embarking on foreign expedi- 
tions, entitle them to the favorable consideration of Government ; the Governor General in 
Council, with the view of manifesting his sense of their good conduct and of affording to 
them every facility in the maintenance of their rights, claims and interests, which can be 
granted consistently with a due regard to the fundamental principles established for the ad¬ 
ministration of civil justice, and for the collection of the land revenue, has enacted the fol- 
JowingRules, to be in force from the period of their promulgation, throughout the territories 
immediately dependent op the presidency of Fort William, 

XL bhich parts of the Regulations in force as prohibit the courts of 
Provuions of ar- c j v p jpstioe from corresponding by letter with parties in depending suits; 
~ *<**** ,t,r as direct that no pleadings, shah be received in any civil cause except 

‘* IU '■**' ' from the parties ov their authorized {headers; such parts of the Regula- 

tionsin force as require generally, that, depending causes shall be brought to trial according 
to the order in which they may stand on the file, and such parts of the Regulations in 
force, as prohibit the courts from furnishing copies of decrees, or from receiving mokhtar- 
namaljs on any other paper than the prescribed starnpt paper, are herely declared to be sub- 
iect to the modifications contained in the following Sections of this Regulation. 

Ill, First, Whoever a native officer or soldier on the Military »sta- 
blishmept of the presidency pf Fort William maybe desirous of institu¬ 
ting a regular or summary suit in any of the local courts of civil, judica¬ 
ture, and shall not be able to obtain a furlough or leave of abtmce for 
the purpose of superintending or conducting such suit in person, ho 
be at liberty t,o execute a mokhtarnamah or power of attorney, drawn up 
according to the form No. 1, in the Appendix to this Regulation, autho¬ 
rizing and appointing any member of his family or other person to institute and carry oh 
the suit, and to perform all acts in the original trial of the cause, and eventually in appeal, 
in the same manner as it the party were himself personally present and consenting.

THE following Regulation is published for general information : 

A. D. 1819. REGULATION V. 

A Regulation Jon modifying certain parts of the Rules in force, in regard to the conduct of the 
business of the Mints subordinate to this Presidency. — Passed by the Governor General in 
Council on the 25th June, 1819 ; corresponding with the 12th Assaur 1226 Bengal era ; 
the 17 th Assaur 1226 Fusly ; the 13th Assaur 1226 Willaity ; «the 3d Assaur 187<3 Sum- 
but; and the 1st Ramzan 12.-34 lligerce. 

Preamble. By Regulation II, 1812, and Regulation XIV, 1818, fixed periods are pre¬ 

scribed for the payment of Certificates granted to Individuals in exchange for bullion or 
coin, delivered into the Mints of Calcutta, Benares and Furruckabad; but the importa¬ 
tions of bullion may at times be so heavy, as to preclude the possibility of coining it, as 
tendered for that purpose, within the fixed period ; while the exigencies of the state may 
render it inconvenient to provide for the payment of Mbit Certificates, before the bullion 
for which they are granted, can be convened :—It has become expedient therefore to re¬ 
scind the said Rules, and to reserve to Government, the power of fixing from time to time, 
by public notice, the periods within which the Certificates aforesaid shall be payable.—-It 
further appears expedient to reserve to the Governor General in Council, the power of al¬ 
tering, in like manner, the form and inscription of the coins to be struck at the said Mints; 
—provided always, that no diminution be made with regard to the quantity of pure bullion 
purported to be contained in each piece of coin respectively.—‘It has likewise been deem 
ed proper to fix the duty to be levied on the coinage of gold bullion and coin, at the same 
rate as has been established for silver.—The following Rules haye accordingly been enacted, 
to be in force from the present date, within the provinces immediately dependent on the 
Presidency of Fort William.

the late “ Bank of Calcutta,” in all such payments.

THE Public are hereby informedftat the Collectors of Behar, Bhaugulpore, Ramghur, 
Sarun, Shahabad and Tirhoot, are prohibited from receiving, after the 1st of January 
next, the Notes of the Bank of Bengal* in payment of any instalment of Land Revenue, 
to an extent exceeding one third of the Amount due by any individual Proprietor or 
Farmer.—In payment of all other Demands, these Notes are receivable as heretofore.

I. All Boards or Public Officers having occasion to recommend the repair, or construc¬ 
tion of Public Buildings, are to address Government on that subject, through the secretary 
to whose Department the Buildings may belong. 

II. Should Government see fit to sanction generally the proposition, the Secretary will 
instruct the Superintendent of Buildings, to furnish through the Military Board a detailed 
estimate and plan, of the proposed Work, with such remarks on it, for the information of the 
Board, as may appear to him useful, or necessary.

V. Assignments on account of Public Buildings shall as far as practicable, be confined 
to the Treasuries of Collectors of Land Revenue and-Paymaster, but Judges, Magistrates, 
and other officers will disburse such sums as may be required for slight occasional repairs of 
their repectlve offices, under the existing rides fqr contingent charges. 

^ VL If in any case, it shall be found necessary to make a disbursement in excess of the 
Estimate, the Superintendent shall submit the application of the executive officer, to Govern? 
ment, through the channel of the Military Board, with such explanation, as the case rnav 
require j and when such additional disbursement is sanctioned, a communication will be 
made to the Accountant General, by whom the necessary credit will be given to the Super¬ 
intendent, as directed in regard to the account of the original Estimate. No assignment 
shall be granted by the Superintendent irj excess of an Estimate, without the previous sanc¬ 
tion of Government, 

VII. The Superintendents of Public Buildings are to furnish the Accountant General 
with a Monthly Register of the assignments granted by them as above. 


VIII. Advances made to executive officers, will be carried to their personal debit, 
cither by the Accountant General, or by the Accountant to the Military Department, as the 
Buildings may appertain to the Civil or Military Department. 

IX. When the repairs or erection of any particular Buildings shall have been com¬ 
pleted, the executive officer is to send a Bill for the same, through the Superintendent to 
the Military Board for audit, and if the amount of the Bill do nqt exceed the Estimate, the 
Board is authorized to pass it without reference to Government. 

The Bill, when audited and passed, is to be sent by the Secretary to the Military 
Board, either directly to the Accountant General, or through the Military Auditor General, 
to the .accountant to the Military Department, as the charge may be, Civil or Military, in 
order that the executive officer may receive due credit for the s am e, and be enabled to 
get the pltunate balance of his qccount settled without delay. 

Xi. Whenever a distinct personal Remuneration shall be granted to a regular Execqtive 
Officer, or to any person acting in that capacity on account of any particular Building, the 
amount will of course constitute part of the Cost or Value of the Building, whether it be 
made in the shape of fixed salary, or in any specific sum on the completion of the Work. In

cither ease, the Accountant General will be duly instructed by the Secretary to Govern- 
jnent to provide for the payment. 

XII. No officer having been employed in the execution of Civil Buildings, will be enti¬ 
tled to a Certificate from the Accountant to the Military Department, on the occasion of his 
wishing to leave this Presidency for any purpose, without having previously obtained a Cer¬ 
tificate of Acquittance from the Accountant General.

to take charge of Vessels at the intermediate stations down the Rivch 'except; in cases 
where Ships or Vessels not having their Commanders and Superior Officers ott board, 
shall appear to be m danger—it will be required also, that the Commander# and Superior 
Officers of Vessels corning from Sea* shall continue on board of them until they arrive 
at their Moorings. •

shall forcibly carry to Sea Batta Lascars, or any other Natives of this Country, and the Commanders 
of Ships are ordered to regulate ,their conduct accordingly. 

The Public, and Ship Owners hi particular, are hereby further informed, that Orders will 
be issued under this date through the Master Attendant prohibiting Pilots from moving 
Ships'farther than Saugor Roads, until all the Batta Lascars shall have been returned 
from them.

DEPOT ON THE ISLAND OF SAUGOR. 

THE Governor General in Council having seen fit to establish a Depot on the Island 
of Saugor, for the purpose of lodging anchors cables and such other articles of Marine, 
stores, as may be of the most essential service to the shipping in its vicinity, incases of emer¬ 
gency; the Depot will immediately be supplied with a number of anchors, grapnails, and 
such other stores as maybe conveniently lodged under cover of the present temporary build¬ 
ings, and the whole will be placed under the charge and custody of a Deputy Store Keeper. 

The following Rules established for guidance of the Deputy Store Keeper, are published 
,for general information: 

1st. The Deputy Store Keeper is authorized to supply to the shipping for their immediate 
use, every species of stores under his custody, on application made to him in writing by the 
Commanders or Commanding Officers of Ships, specifying the quantity and description of 
stores required, also the name of the Ships and of her Owner j or of her responsible Agent 
in Calcutta, sliouldihe Owner not be a resident. 

2d. The Deputy Store Keeper is to cause the person sent to receive the stores to sign a 
Receipt for them in a book to be keptfor the purpose; Copy of which Receipt authenti¬ 
cated by the Deputy Store Keeper, shall be deemed a sufficient Voucher for the Naval Store 
Keeper at Calcutta, to draw a bill upon the Owners of the Ship or Vessel, for the amount 
cost of the stores, which cost shall be regulated by an advance of SO per Cent upon the 
.prime cost and charges as they stand upon the Naval Store Keeper’s books, previously to 
their being sent tOi the Depot at Saugor. 

3d, 
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3d. As the Office hot to feri Considered one of custody only, and not one of receipt and 
disbursement of cash, the Deputy Store Keeper is .prohibited from accepting any ta rider of 
payment id any shape for the stores which may be issued by him to any Ships or Vessels, 
whose Owners, or responsible Agents, may be resident in Calcutta. 

4th. The Deputy Store Keeper is however authorised, in cases of emergency, to receive 
payment in cash, or by bills on any pf the Houses of Agency or Merchants in Calcutta for 
stores issued by him to the Commanders of outward bound Ships having neither Owner nor 
Agerit in Calcutta, the Deputy Store Keeper being held accountable to the Marine Board 
for the amount cost of the stores so issued. 

5th. The advance of 30 per C£nt upon the Invoice cost and charges of Stores shall be 
considered to cover every expence of carrying to the beach and boating the stores, but not 
that of boat hire; should boats be found by the Store Keeper, in which case the ship will 
be subject to the further charge of the actual hire of such boat, as it is not the intention 
of Government (for tire present at least) to maintain any boat establishment for the Store 
Department at Saugor. 

oth. A Tank for the supply of fresh water, having been excavated, and a considerable 
tract on Saugor Island having been cleared of the Jungle at a very heavy expence to the 
Honorable Company, it will be the duty of the Deputy Store Keeper to procure receipts 
from the Shipping for such quantity of fresh water as they may draw from the Tank; and 
also for such quantity of firewood as, they may receive from the Depot, in order that pay¬ 
ment of the same be recovered by the Marine Paymaster at Calcutta, at the following rates, 
viz. 

Fresh Water for every ton of 252 Gallon^,....................... 1 Rupee. 

Firewood for every hundred maund’s,;....... 10 Rupees. 

7th. The Owner to be at the expence of boating and conveying to their Ships the articles 
of Fire-wood and Watfcr, either by employing their own people, or by defraying the charge, 
that may be actually incurred for the land and water carriage of those Articles.

Para 6. In consequence of the Isle of France and Bourbon having fallen under British 
.dominions, we have seen it proper to enter into an arrangement with His Majesty’s ministers 
for regulating the Trade to, arid from those Islands. 

7 . It is intended that the Trade between those Islands and Great Britain shall be carried, 
on by British Subjects, who may chuse to engage therein under the usual restriction which 
attend the trade of settlements held on Colonial principles, with a further limitation that ho 
Ships shall sail to the Islands, except from Loudon, and without being furnished with a 
License from the Company; and no goods or commodities the produce of the Islands shall 
be exported.therefrom, except directly to London, there to be landed and sold at our Sales 
in common with other privilege goods, except to the Cape of Good Hope and to India, in 
return for goods received at the Islands from those places as noticed in the next Paragraphs 
of the present, dispatch. 

8 . As a supply of India commodities is essential to the comfort, of the inhabitants of the 

Isle of France and Bourbon, and they are entitled to every indulgence compatible with (he 
non-infraction of the Colonial principle, we had it in contemplation that the East I ndia Com¬ 
pany should supply the Islands with Indian Goods in like manner as the Cape of Good Hope 
is supplied, and subject to other Regulations, should any be considered necessary, for the 
complete attainment of the proposed object, but as we have not finally determined on this 
point, andit is possible that the inhabitants may suffer inconveniences from delay; we desire 
that you issue a license for permission to carry Indian Goods to the Island for the consump¬ 
tion of the inhabitants to any person who may apply Tor the same, and that those persons 
be allowed to import into India from the Islands any Articles, the produce of the Islands, or 
©f any other places except Europe and North America, 9* 





9. It must be clearly understood, that the Indian Goods ate to be Imported into the 
Islands for internal consumption only, as such Goods cannot be exported from these Islands 
to England without a direct violation of the Act of Navigation, and of the license from <*£, 
which alone will be the sanction for any British Ship trading within our exclusive limits. 

• 10. In the packet we transmit a copy of the License which we have seen proper to' issue 
on this occasion; and which also allows a trade to be carried on by British Ships upon the 
East Coast of Africa and the West Coast of America, viz. for Ships to proceed to ’alfrpnns 
and places on the West Coast of the continent of North arid South America, and on the East 
Coast of the continent of Africa, and in the Red Sea within the straights of Babelmanch !, 
and to all Islands and places in the pacific ocean, and the ocean to the Eastwards of Africa, 
saVe and except ail places whatsoever between the 60th and 180th degrees of Longitude East 
from Green wich; and save and except all places whatsoever in the Arabian Sea, and in the 
Ocean between the continent of Africa, ami the 60tb degree of Longitude East from Green¬ 
wich, which are to the Northward of the equator, other than places on the continent of 
Africa, and in the Red Sea within the Straights of Babelmandel.

THE Right Honorable the Governor General in Council, having been pleased to direct 
the publication of that Clause in the Act of 2b of George III.. Chapter 60, Section 19, 
which expressly declares it to be unlawful for any Owner or Owners a$ Ships, to alter the 
natfte under which they have been originally registered, it is hereby published accordingly 
for general information, 

XIX. And whereas many frauds are committed by the frequent 
change of Names given to Ships and Vessels, and the difficulty of 
comparing, the entry ia the Book of Registers herein after directed 
to be kept by all such , person or persons as are authorized to 
register Ships and Vessels, and to grant Certificates of the same, 
with the-Registers of which they claim the benefit, is thereby greatly increased; be it 
therefore enacted by the authority aforesaid, that it shall not be lawful for any .Owner or

No deleterious substances laden on Ships from India on the Honorable East India 
Company’s account in private Trade, or in privilege of the Commander and Officers shall 
be allowed to, be stowed in any parts of the Ships where- edible commodities arp placed^ but 
shall be stowed in a separate part of the ship, from the Magazine Bulk Head, ak far ail 
their Bulk in .quantity may require, and positively kept apart from the rest qf the Cargo by 
a Bulk Head, built expressly for that purpose. 

3, In Order more effectually to secure such'deleterious drugs from communicating with the 
rest of the Cargo, it is directed that the practice of Shipping Hurtaul, &c. in bags be dis¬ 
continued, and that no drugs of the like nature, shall be allowed to be shipped unless they 
be packed in boxes made of strong arid sufficient materials, lined within, and cased without 
by a covering of Gunny or other proper Wrapper. 

4, The Board of Trade, adverting also to the; expediency of preventing any particles of 
such, drugs from escaping from the boxes, do farther direct, that the shippers be required 
to have the Learns of the Chest employed in the package of the above named articles covet 
ed with a piece of coarse Cloth, and laid with a preparation -of Dammer and- Oil;- 

5, In order moreover to prevent, as far as possible, the injurious consequences to be ap¬ 
prehended from the circumstances of Commanders and -Officers of Ships being ignorant of 
the contents of such boxes, as shall be shipped in. the manner ahote ordered ; the Board of 
Trade think it right further to direct, that any Chest in which any-deleterious drug shall be 
packed, shall hav e the name of the particular Article, contained therein, marked on the out¬ 
side of each, in large and distinct Characters.

well with a view to prevent such demands in future, as to prevent the Company’s Ships from 
being hereafter detained, on account of their not being complied with, that the exportation 
on board those Ships either to India or China of any Clocks or Watches or indeed any cu¬ 
rious pieces of Mechanism, exceeding the Value of £ 100 each, to be strictly prohibited, 
under pain of the Court’s severest displeasure to any person who shall be guilty of disre¬ 
garding the prohibition. 

3. “Adverting however, to the probability of Articles of Mechanism exceeding the value 
aboveraentioned having already been ordered by some of the Commanders and Officers of 
the Ships of this Season, we have further resolved, that they. shall be excepted from the 
said prohibition on the Commander or Officer applying for leave to ship the same, declaring' 
upon his honor, in writing, that they were ordered previously to his being informed of such 
Article being prohibited. 

4, “ Should any Articles of the foregoing description be clandestinely imported in Bengal, 
*we direct^ that it he seized and sent to England, and that you inform us, whe it was that

Pro-' 
portionable Rates will be charged for any other kinds of Packages, 

All Packages weighing more than Three Hundred Weight and a Half gross will be liable to double 
Warehouse Rent. , 

If Goods require to be Garbled, or to have new Packages, reasonable Price will be charged for the same. 
A charge of one Quarter per Gout on the gross value of all Goods, whether sold at the Sales or deliver¬ 
ed by Valuation,* will be charged to the Proprietors, in addition to the above Per-Centagea respectively : 
And the hitherto customary Fees of One Half per Cent paid in the Accountant’s Office, and ien ShUl- 
ihgs and Six-P mhepet Mille paid in the Treasury Office, are for the future not to be paid to, or received 
by, the Clerks in either of those Offices. 

*-The usual petty Fee of Lot or Loading Money, will be paid to the Warehouse-Keepers, by the 

Parties who may take the Goods away.

THE Governor General in Council having resolved that the Tax, which for a considerable 
period has been levied on Houses situated within the Town of Calcutta, shall also extend 
to the suburbs, as defined in clause second, Section 28, Regulation 10, of 1810, and shall 
be levied therein under the superintendence of the Collector of the 24 Purgunnahs, the 
following notice is hereby given. 

1st. Dwelling Houses of every description, with the exception of shops, shall be asses¬ 
sed at the rate of & per cent on the annual rent which they may yield to the proprietor, and 
when such Houses may be occupied by the proprietors themselves, or on which no rent 
may be received for them from the occupant, the tax shall be adjusted from a considera¬ 
tion of the rent actually paid for other Houses of the same size and description in the 
Neighbourhood. 

2d. Shops, or Houses occupied as Shops, shall be assessed at the rate of 10 per cent on 
the annual rent, &c. as above. 

3d. No tax whatever shall be levied on account of empty Houses, the proprietors to en¬ 
title themselves to this exemption, shall report the case as often as it may occur to the 
Collector, who after ascertaining whether the House is actually vacant, or not, will decide 
whether the proprietor is justly entitled to the exemption, or not; Houses so exempted 
shall be of course liable to be reassessed whenever they may again be occupied. 

4th. All religious Edifices are exempt from the payment of the tax. 

5th. Native Assessors will be appointed, and notice given to each person of the amount 
at which his House is assessed, any person who may be dissatisfied with the assessment fixed 
on his habitation or. shop by the Assessor, shall in the first instance represent the circum¬ 
stances to the Collector, who will modify it, if it appears to him necessary and proper. 

6th. Should the Collector refuse to reduce the Assessment and the party remain dis¬ 
satisfied, he shall be allowed to appeal to the Judge, who will either confirm or modify the 
Assessment. The decision of the Judge shall be final excepting in cases in which particular 
circumstances may appear to the superior Courts to render the admission of a special appeal 
necessary. 

7th. The tax shall be collected quarterly by the Native receiver, who shall render Re¬ 
ceipt signed by the Collector to the Occupant of the House or Shop for the amount.— 
Should the payment be refused or evaded, the Collector is empowered to issue his warrants 
to levy the arrear by distress of the property of the Occupant or Proprietor. 

„ 8th. Complaints and suits against the Collector for acts done by him under this Regu¬ 
lation shall be proceeded upon in the same manner as if the acts complained of had been 
done by him in his capacity of Collector of the Land Revenue.

POTTAH AND MEASUREMENT. 



CBARGES. 


APPLICATIONS for Pottahs and for the Measurement of Lands, are received at the 
office of the Collector of Calcutta, on Wednesdays. \ 

Applications for Pottahs must be accompani id by the Title Deeds and other documents 
relatino- to the estate, and likewise with the receipts for Ground Rent and for the Assess- 
ment, in order to prove that the party applying is actually entitled to, and in the possession 
of the land for which a Pottah is required. , 

Receipts are granted by the Pottah Senstadar for all documents delivered at the Office,' 
and likewise for"all sums which may be paid to him on account of Pottah and Measure¬ 
ment, and no applications can be‘registered unless a statement, of the documents which ac¬ 
company it, is annexed to it. . 

No Pottah can be granted until the Lands have been measured and the boundaries as¬ 
certained ; and until advertisements have been published on the premises, at the Collec¬ 
tor’s Cutcherry, and at the Police Office, for the period of one month. 

In any instance on which the Collector may be compelled to refuse the grant of a 1 ot- 
tah, the parties concerned may obtain an attested copy of the Collector s Older on ma¬ 
king an application for it in the usual mauner. 

In order to prevent imposition, all charges incurred in preparing a Pottah, and likewise 
in the Measurement of the Land, is specified on the back of the Pottah. 

Charges incurred in the Measurement of Lands 
Two Rupees on the application, and Two Annaas per Cottah on- the quantity of Land 
to be measured, when the quantity does not exceed Two Biggahs. 

Lands exceeding Two Biggahs, but not exceeding Ten Biggahs, will be measured on pay¬ 
ment of the foregoing charges with One anna per cottah on the excess. 

Lands exceeding Ten Biggahs will be measured on payment of the foregoing charge** 
with Twelve annas per Biggah on the quantity exceeding Ten biggahs.

A REGULATION for the appointment of a Board for the Superintendence of the Reve¬ 
nue derived from Customs, Town Duties, Salt', and Opium :—Passed by the Governor Ge¬ 
neral in Council on the 22d April 1819, corresponding with the 11 th By sack 1226 Bengal 
era; the 12th By sack 1226 Fit sly ; the 12tn By sack 1226, Willaiiy ; the IQth By sack 
1786, Sumbut; and the 26th Jumadee tis Sahce 1234, Higeree. 

Preamble. Whereas it is desirable that the Board of Revenue should be enabled to devote 
their attention exclusive to the important arrangements now in progress in the interior of 
the country, and especially that they should from time to Jime personally visit the districts 
under their control, and whereas it appears necessary for that purpose, to relieve the Board 
from the superintendence and control of the Department of Customs and Town duties;— 
and whereas with a view to the improvement of these branches of the public Revenue, and 
to the promotion of the interests and convenience of the community, it further appears ex¬ 
pedient to vest the Superintendence of the several Custom Houses in the Province of Ben¬ 
gal in a distinct Board, which shall sit daily (Sundays and Holidays excepted) for the 
transaction of public business connected with the said Custom Houses, and shall perform 
such other duties relating to the Commercial concerns of the country, and the perception 
of the Revenue derivable therefrom, as Government shall from time to time direct;—and 
whereas it likewise appears expedient to unite under one authority of Control, the Depart¬ 
ments of Customs, Salt and Opium;—and it is also desirable otherwise to modify the con¬ 
stitution of the several Boards entrusted with the Superintendence of the Territorial 
Revenues of this Presidency;—the following Rules have been enacted, to be in force from 
the first of May next ensuing.

All persons deeming themselves aggrieved by any Order passed by the Board of Reve¬ 
nue, and who may be desiroils of preferring an Appeal against the decision of that Autho¬ 
rity, to Government, shall, imfche first instance, make their Appeal to Government, through 
the Channel of the Board. 

If the Board of Revenue shall, tinder the discretion vested in them, refuse to forward to 
Government, the Application so submitted to them, it will of course be open to the party to 
address Government directly, in the last resort. 

All Applications regarding the import, export, or transit of Military Stores, shall in fu¬

THE existing Provisions of the Regulations relative to the Renewal of Rowannahs, 
having been found in their application to the inland transit of Rough Timbers, insufficient 
to answer* * in all instances, the object of their enactment 5 His Excellency the Right Ho¬ 
norable the Governor General in Council, with a view to afford every just and reasonable 
accommodation to the Mercantile Community, has been pleased, with reference to the 
Rules prescribed in Section XXVI. of Regulation IX. of 1810, to authorize the Collec¬ 
tors of Customs, to grant to the Importers of the different descriptions of Rough Timbers, 
hereafter specified, an indefinite Renewal of the Original Rowannahs, provided tire Con¬ 
ditions specified in the above mentioned Section, shall be strictly fulfilled. 

It is particularly to be observed, that the present Rule extends only to Timbers, which 
from their bulk, cannot be transported, except by being floated down the river, and con¬ 
sequently, that no Cut or manufactured Timbers, such as Planks, &c. which might be 
conveyed in boats, can be allowed under any Circumstances, a participation of this 
indulgence. *

THE existing Provisions of the Regulations, relative to the Renewal of Rowannahs, 
having been found, in their application to the Trade in Silk Piece Goods, insufficient to 
answer in all instances, the object of their enactment; His Excellency the Most Noble 
the Governor General in Council with a view to afford every just and reasonable accommo¬ 
dation to the Mercantile Community, has been pleased, with reference to the Rules pre¬ 
scribed in Section Sfith and 27 th Regulation IX. 1810, to authorize the Collectors of 
Customs to grant to the dealers in Silk Piece Goods, an indefinite Renewal of the Rowan¬ 
nahs, covering such Goods, provided that the Conditions, specified in the abovementioned 
Sections, shall be strictly fulfilled. 

The following are Sections 26 tk andXuTof Regulation IX. 1810 referred to 7» the above two Order*. 

* XXVI. It is declared, that a rowannah shall he considered to be in force for one year only. Should a me*, 
chant, however, be desirous of removing his goods from (he place to which they may have been carried, under thr 
original rowannah, after the expiration of one year, he shall be entitled to an exchange rowannah tor another jear* 
at any of the established custom houses, the goods being identified to the satisfaction of the collector, upon paying 
a duty of one half per cent, thereon, provided that the old rowannah be produced for renewal and be delivered up 
before the expiration of the period for which it was issued, that the necessary enquiry may be immediately made 
and evidence taken to identify the goods; and it is hereby declared, that the production of the old rowannah subse¬

CONSIDERABLE inconvenience having been' experienced from the mode .'now in use 
with regard to the disposal of Rowannahs which have covered Goods to the place of their 
destination, the- Board of Revenue, with the sanction of«*the Governor General in Council, 
direct as follows: 

All Rowannahs presented with the Goods to the Collector of Government Customs at 
Calcutta, instead of being returned to the Merchant as heretofore (after they have gone 
through all the requisite forms of office, such as being examined with the Goods covered 
by them, or part of such dispatch, to identify their quality and proper value) shall be re¬ 
tained in the hands of the Collector and registered according to the present hiode, and a 
printed Certificate, agreeably to the annexed form, l>e granted for each dispatch, or several 
dispatches (as the case may be) which may arrive within the period of one or more months, 
as the Importer may prefer, which shall specify the number of pieces, whole or half, the 
description of the pieces, the valuation of the Goods on which the duty has been finally 
adjusted, and total amount. Certificates so granted shall be current for the period of one 
year from the date of their issue. When any Merchant shall be desirous of re-exporting 
into the interior of the Country any part of the Goods specified in the Certificate, he 
shall make an application for that purpose, and be allowed to take out an Attrafee Row- 
annah, such Goods being struck off from the Register and Certificate. When a Merchant 
shall require to export by Sea any part of the Goods covered by the Certificate, and de¬ 
mand drawback on the same, he shall in like manner make -an application to that effect, 
accompanied by the Certificate, and the Goods so exported shall'be also struck off from the 
Register and Certificate, in both cases noticing the purpose ; and when every item inserted 
in these documents shall have been passed and struck off, the Certificate snail be cancel¬ 
led and the original Rowannah destroyed. All Rowannahs from the Vizier’s Territories 
shall in like manner be surrendered to the Collector and be exchanged for Certificates. 

Certificates shall also be granted in lieu of Rowannahs, for Goods chargeable with du¬ 
ties imported into Calcutta, subject to the same rules, on exportation into the interior 
or by Sea.

portionate share of the duty specified in his bond, the Rowarinali being good only for the 
quantity noted as aforesaid. 

In like manner when a portion of the Indigo, covered by a Rowannah, shall be exported, 
the Collector of Government Customs at Calcutta, shall note on the Rowannah the quantity 
so exported, specifying the vessels on which the article maybe exported, and the place to

am, the Vice President in Council, with the sanction of the Court of Directors of the United* 
Company of Merchants of England trading to the East Indies, and with the approbation of 
the Board of Commissioners for the affairs of India, has enacted the following Rules, to be

40; Wines 
have frequently, been imported into this Country, from places not belonging to or 
under the * dominion of the Crown of Great Britain, without being accompanied by 
the manifest directed by. the said. Act—* And since the passing of the Act 54. Geo: 3 
Cap. 36, Wines have also been imported from the East Indies and the Cape of Good Hope, 
without being manifested as required by the last mentioned Act—And whereas, it is ex¬ 
pedient, after the expiration of a certain time, to enforce the' Laws'with respect to Wine, 
so irregularly imported;—This is therefore to give Notice^ that if any Wine shall be 
imported into this Kingdom, from any Port or Place not belonging to or under the 
Dominion of the Crown of Great Britain, after the expiration of Thfee Months, from 
the date hereof, not having the manifest required by the said Act of 26, Geo.

Cap 40— 
such Wine will not be admitted to entry; And if any Wine be imported from the East 
Indies, or from the Cape of Good Hope, after the expiration of Six Months, from the 
date hereof, not being manifested as required by the said Act of 54. Geo: S. Cap 36, 
such Wine will be seized and prosecuted according to the directions of the said last 
mentioned Act.

THE following Extract from a General Letter from the Honorable the Gotrt of Direc¬ 
tors, dated the 23d of July 1806, is published for general information : 

“ We direct on the receipt 6f this' dispatch that public notice be issued, forbidding 
under pain of our high displeasure, any Public Assemblage, either of our own servants or 
of private Merchants, Traders, or other Inhabitants whatsoever, without first obtaining 
the sanction of the Government through the medium of the Sheriff for the time being, and 
we further direct that with the application for holding such dietings the subjects intended 
to be taken into consideration be also submitted to .your previous consideration, in order 
that you may have it in your power to judge of the propriety of allowing the questions 
that may be proposed, to be agitated, and on no consideration whatever, "is the Sheriff or 
the Officer presiding at such Meetings; to allow any subject to be considered that lias not 
been previously submitted for your consideration.; We have full confidence however that 
our Governments in India will not preclude our servants or other European Inhabitants 
from fleeting for the purpose of expressing their sentiments, whenever proper subjects are 
submitted for their deliberation.”

Honorable t’lie Governor General in Council is pleased to direct that the fol¬ 
lowing extract from the Rules established by Government, for the guidance of the senior 
and junior Chaplains at the presidency, in conducting their clerical duties be published for 
general information : 

Extract from-the Proceedings of the Right Honorable the Governor General in (but cU in the 
Public J)epartmmt, under date the l 20(/i August, 1813. ' ~ 

Eirst, As the . most natural distribution of clerical duties scents to be, that of alternate 

weekly 
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weekly attendance ; the presidency Chapkdiis are directed, each an their turn, to perform 
all the surplice duties at the church and buryins ground, during',ope whole week. 

Secondly.- That the Fees paid, on account of interment (as detailed at the conclusion of 
these rules) be established into a Fund, to be collected as heretofore hy the Clerk of tha 
Select Vestry, who is required to present his accounts of this Fund, to the Select Vestry at 
their monthly Meeting; when an equal distribution is to be made to the Chaplains 33 a 
part of the ordinary business of the meeting. 

Thirdly. With respect to the Fees arising from Marriages and Christenings, as in a set¬ 
tlement tike Calcutta, the -rates cannot conveniently be defined, but must be left discre¬ 
tionary with individuals, they are to be according to the present practice received by the 
Clergyman himself, and not constituted into a Fund with a view to avoid the embarrass¬ 
ment which might arise, by the Clergyman having to return monies from time to time to 
the Clerk, and by his having to keep accounts current between them. 

Fourthly.' As occasions of interruption may occur to the regularity of this arrangement, 
when individuals from a regard to friendship, or the ties of consanguinity, or other cause, 
incline more to one Chaplain than to the other, it appears but proper that these feelings 
s-Kpuld be indulged. The regular Chaplain of the week is consequently on these occasions 
to. give way, and expett no account" from his colleague, of the emolument connected with 
such special calls; excepting in the case of Burials. The accommodation is mutual, and 
in his own turn lie will reap the benefit of it. 

And Fifthly. As other interruption also to the weekly arrangement may arise from the 
absence of one of the patties V whether such absence be caused by necessity or choice ; 
the officiating Chaplain is to receive the emolument; this rule, however, is to be subjected 
to any private amicable adjustment that the Chaplains may make for their mutual accom¬ 
modation. . 

. Should however the absentee’s place be temporarily supplied by another Chaplain, the 
latter is to receive Ins share of the surplice Fees. With respect to the rates of Fees for tha 
burial service, it has been thought proper to continue to charge the same sums which have 
heretofore been received on account of Funeral Fees, with some modifications, calculated 
to relieve the lower classes of the community, upon whom the Fees formerly charged might 
be thought, to press too heavily. With these views the following rules have been establish¬ 
ed, which it is hoped will afford relief to the public without materially affecting the just 
rights of the Chaplain.

the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons in this present Parliament, assembler!, and 
fciy the authority of the same, that all Duties or Customs and other Taxes heretofore made 
<)r imposed, as well upon. British subjects as foreigners, and other persons whomsoever, by

We transmit in the present Packet, a printed Copy of an Act which has receiv¬ 
ed the Royal Assent, amending an Act passed in the last Session of Parliament, (of which 
a printed Copy is also enclosed,) entitled an Act to carry into effect, a Convention of 
Commerce, concluded between His Majesty and the United States of America. 

7. In explanation of the object and effect of the Convention itself, aild of the Act, by 
which it. is to be executed, we forward for your information, Copy of a Letter from the 
Secretary to the Board of Commissioners, tor the affairs of India, and of its enclosure; 
by which you will find “ that it is riot intended by either of those instruments 
“ to exempt American vessels trading with the British settlements in the East Indies from 
“ paying the same Import and Export duties, rates, and charges in India, to which the 
w ships of the most favoured Foreign European Nations are or may be subjected.”
